187 U. S. MINERS 
KILLED IN MARCH 
STATISTICS SHOW 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 
2.— 
Accidents at coal mines in the Unit­ 
ed States killed 187 men in March 
of this year, according to the United 
States Bureau of Mines. An increase 
of 36 per cent is indicated over the 
figures for March, 1921, when 137 
coal mine fatalities were reported. 
The fatality rate, based upon an 
estimated production of 58,950,000 
tons, was 3.17 per 
million 
tons 
mined, as against 3.62 for March 
last year when, the output was 37,- 
798,000 tons. The increase of 56 
per cent in the tonnage for March, 
1922, was obviously due 
to 
con­ 
sum ers’ efforts to 
increase 
their 
stocks of coal against 
the 
strike 
scheduled for the first of April. 
Statistics 
prepared 
by 
the 
bu­ 
reau of mines during the past 9 
years 
(1913-1921) 
show that the 
m onth of March has averaged 201 
coal mine fatalities with an average 
production of 48,039,000 tons indi­ 
cating a fatality rate of 4.18 per 
million tons mined. The rate for 
March, 1922, therefore, represents 
a decreased fatality mark of nearly 
25 per cent. 
States showing an increase in fa­ 
talities in March, 
1922, over the 
same month last year wrere Colora­ 
do, where the increase of 19 was 
due mainly to a single disaster; In­ 
diana, with an increase of 2; Iowa 
3; 
Pennsylvania 
(bitum inous) 
15; 
Tennessee 2; Utah 2; Oklahoma I; 
W ashington 2; West Virginia 15; 
and Wyoming I. Reductions in the 
number of men killed were as fol­ 
lows: Alabama 2, Kansas I, Ken­ 
tucky 2, Montana 2, North Dakota 
I, Ohio I, Virginia I, and Pennsyl­ 
vania (anthracite) 2. 
On March 24, an explosion of gas 
and dust, supposedly caused by an 
electric arc, resulted in the death 
of 17 men at the Sopris mine, S op­ 
h s , Colorado. There was a notice­ 
able increase in the number of ex­ 
plosions in the first quarter of the 
present year. There have thus far 
been five m ajor disasters with a 
loss of 66 lives, as compared with 
five similar disasters and a loss oi 
34 lives during the whole of 1921.

FAST GROWTH OF

constant rise in the valuation of 
property in the state and a similar 
increase in the am ount of ap proba­ 
tions by m e legislature and bond 
accruals.

Do You Kodak? 


(By the Associated Fress) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, 
May 
2.-— 
When the Oklahoma National guard 
assembles at Fort Sill in July for 
its annual summer encampment, a 
larger number of guardsmen will be 
in attendance, and a more advanced 
course of instruction will be given 
than ever before in the history of 
the Oklahoma guard, according to 
a 
statem ent of Adjutant 
General 
Charles S. Barrett, head of the Ok­ 
lahoma guard, today. 
General 
B arrett 
said 
that 
ap­ 
proximately 3,600 officers and men 
of the guard would be at the en­ 
campment, 
whereas the total en­ 
rollment last year was 2,200. He 
said that this year both regiments 
of artillery and 
both of infantry 
would be at the camp. This is the 
entire strength of the guard in this 
state. 
A school of instruction extending 
from July 5 to IO will precede tho 
general encampment. This will open 
on July l l and end July 26, one 
day being allowed in this period for 
going to camp and one for resum ­ 
ing. A similar allowance will 
be 
made for the school of instruction. 
“ The guard this 
year 
will 
be 
trained on the theory that it has 
graduated from the ‘squads right’ 
and ‘squads left’ status,” said an 
announcement issued a t the instruc­ 
tion headquarters here, “and this 
year a more advanced course in act­ 
ual fighting will be given.” 
Training for Fighting. 
This course, according to the an­ 
nouncement, will consist during the 
first week of practice on the target 
range which will be conducted ex­ 
actly as in the regular army. This 
includes bayonet fighting and the 
handling and throwing of grenades. 
The second week will be devoted to 
study of military tactics using both 
ball and blank ammunition. In this 
training an enemy will always be 
represented. 
Each 
Saturday of 
the encamp­ 
ment will be devoted to a sham 
battle in wtoich the various regi­ 
ments in the guard wil' be pitted 
against each other in a scientifical­ 
ly ordered combat. All the modern 
tactics of war will be exemplified in 
these “ battles.” 
This training program, according 
to the announcement, presents some 
features that are an innovation in 
guard encampments, not only in Ok­ 
lahoma but the entire nation. One 
of these is a period of one hour 
each 
morning 
between 
6:40 
and 
7:40 o’clock when the officers and 
enlisted men will be given special 
instruction by regular army men. 
The officers and men will be divid­ 
ed, the former being placed under 
regular army officers for special in­ 
struction in theoretical subjects. The 
men will be turned over to a staff 
of regular army non-commissioner 
officers who will instruct them in 
personal and camp hygiene packs 
and care of equipment. This will be 
followed throughout the day by prac­ 
tical 
applications 
of the 
subjects 
taken up in the officers’ class. Dur­ 
ing this time the regular guard of­ 
ficers will be in command. 
In order that the guard officers 
be prepared to meet the problems 
th a t will be presented at the en­ 
campment, a course of instruction 
has been carried on from the head­ 
quarters here since April I. This 
consists of 
theoretical 
problems 
which are sent with answers to offi­ 
cers throughout the state. The offi­ 
cer is required to study the problem 
make his own solution and then 
read the solution as prepared at 
headquarters. 
The 
practical train ­ 
ing at the encampment will involve 
the application of subjects treated 
in these lessons. 
Setting Is Perfect, 
Actual wartime conditions will be 
stimulated a t the camp. Moving tar­ 
gets representing enemies will make

announcement 
declared. 
This 
consists of the selecting of one man 
from each company who is especially 
proficient in some feature of the 
guard’s work. These men are placed 
in groups and trained in their par­ 
ticular line, the theory being that 
in this way every company in the 
state will have one man well train­ 
ed in, each branch of work, who 
can in turn train the other members 
of his unit. 
A group of officers will go to 
Fort Sill Tuesday to locate the camp 
and make other definite arrange­ 
ments for holding the encampment. 
One of the principal subjects to be 
taken up will be that of obtaining 
the use of regular army equipment 
at F o rt Sill to be used in place of 
the guard equipment and material. 
This would be done to save the ex­ 
pense of moving guard equipment to 
and from the encampment, it was 
explained by General Barrett.

Cowpea a Sensible Crop. 
C entral Africa 
contributed 
the 
cowpea to the list of crops grown 
with profit in Southern States, and 
it has been w orth untold millions 
to 
America. 
It 
is 
less choice 
of 
soils th an m ost crops and will ap­ 
parently do as well on sandy land 
as on heavier soils. In fact, a very 
rich soil is not conducive to best re­ 
sults. As a forage it is proving one 
of the best crops th at can be grown 
in some sections, and it is equal to 
m ost any crop nam ed in soil build­ 
ing. 
Cowpeas should be planted a few 
days after corn is in and th ere is 
yet tim e for fa n n e rs in th e South­ 
west to plant an acreage suffici­ 
ent for th eir req uirem ents for hay 
and seed. It may be planted along 
with corn or as a m ixture with oth­ 
er crops such as the various sorgh­ 
um s, Sudan grass, soy beans or mil­ 
let. 
According to a’ late 
departm ent 
bulletin the best 
m ethod 
for 
the 
production of seed is to sow in rows 
abo u t 
three 
feet 
apart, w ith 
the 
seeds from two to three inches a p a rt 
in th e row. A lthough a corn p lan t­ 
er may be used for sowing in this 
way, th e m ost practical m ethod is 
to use the o rdinary grain drill, stop­ 
ping p art of the grain cups so as 
to leave the rows about tfrree feet 
a p a rt and setting the drill th e same 
as when sowing about two bushels 
of w heat to the acre. 
W hen cowpeas are grown for for­ 
age or green m anuring the seeds are 
sown broadcast or in drill rows six 
to 
eight 
inches apart. The 
grain 
drill set to sow about one and one- 
half bushels of w heat to the acre 
will be found m ost satisfactory, lf 
grown for silage with corn, the corn 
and cowpeas can be sown in one 
operation, using the ordinary corn 
planter. 
If cowpeas are 
sown 
in 
corn at the last cultivation, the com ­ 
mem practice is to sow the seeds 
broad cast a t the rate of one to 
one 
and 
one-half 
bushels 
to 
the 
acre an d cover them with a cultiva­ 
tor. A nother m ethod is to sow with 
a one-horse w heat drill a t th e rate 
of abo u t forty-five pounds to the 
acre, sowing two or three rows of 
cottfpeas betw een the rows of corn. 
Cowpeas 
and 
corn 
are 
sometim es 
sown thickly to gether for hay with 
excellent results, using about one- 
half 'to one bushel of corn and one 
bushel of cowpeas to the acre. How­ 
ever, when corn m akes a very heavy 
grow th cowpeas will not give very 
good 
results 
on 
account 
of 
the 
shade and lack of m oisture. 
T he qu an tity of seed to be sown 
to the acre varies according to the 
m ethod of sowing. W ith rows tw en­ 
ty-four to forty inches apart, about 
th irty to forty pounds of seed to 
th e 
acre will 
be required. W hen 
sown broadcast for hay, green ma-^ 
nuring, or 
soiling, 
about 
n in ety 
pounds of seed to the acre will be 
ample.
